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THE SEX-LINKED METHOD 


IN POULTRY BREEDING 


Ian 
Gr years ago, in Cambridge, a few 


scientific workers were investigatin 

the nature of heredity by means © 
breeding experiments. Among the discoveries 
made by them was one that seems destined 
to play a considerable part in the develop- 
ment of the poultry industry. This was the 
discovery that the hen transmits certain 
characters to her male progeny which she 
docs not transmit to the females. By taking 
advantage of this peculiarity. the breeder 
is now able so to arrange his matings that 
he can distinguish, with absolute certainty, 
between the sexes of his chicks as they they 


hatch, 
Special Mating 


It is, however, only from certain types 
of mating that this distinctive result can 
be obtained. Most of the characters ol 
domestic poultry that have hitherto been 
investigated follow the ordinary rules of 
what has been termed Mendelian heredity ; 
either parent transmits equally to either sex 
of the offspring. Characters transmitted by 
the hen solely to her male offspring are 
fewer in number, and of these there are 
only four that are likely to be of commercial 
valne. These four characters are (1) silver 
ground colour of plumage and down as 
opposed to gold, (2) Barred plumage (such 
as is found in Plymouth Rocks) as opposed 
to Unbarred plumage, (3) certain forms of 
Light-shank colour as opposed to Dark- 
shank colour, and (4) Slow feathering as 
opposed to Rapid feathering. 

The following examples of the results ob- 
tained by the sex-linked method will be of 
interest :—A hen of any silver breed transmits 
silver to her male and gold to her female 
offspring. whereas a cock of the same breed 
transmits silver equally to both sexes of his 
offspring. Now, silver in poultry 1s dominant 
to gold, so that if a bird gets the silver 
character from one of its parents it is a 
silver, even though it gets gold from the 
other parent. Thus, if a pure Light Sussex 
cock, a breed belonging to the silver class, 
be mated with a Red Sussex hen, a breed 
belonging to whe gold class, all of the progeny 
will be silver. The silver that they all re- 
ceive from their tather is dominant to the 


gold that they get from their mother. 


Reverse Crossing 


If, however, the cross is made in the re- 
verse way by mating a Light Sussex hen 
with a Red Sussex ook: a strikingly different 
result is obtained. The cockerel chicks are 
all silvers as before, but the pullets are all 
golds, mach like their Red Sussex father.

‘he important point for the breeder is that 
the distinction between the gold and the 
silver classes in these Sussex fowls is already 
marked in the down as soon ae the chicks 
hatch.

of bird life in its relation to agricul- 

ture and horticulture has received. a 
good deal of attention, and, as the matter is 
of great economic importance, the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries, London, has 
revised and considerably extended its series 
of leaflets on birds. “There is a steady and 
growing demand for information as to the 
habits of birds and their potentialities for 
good or ill on cultivated land, and the 
twenty-three leaflets that have now been pub- 
lished have, for the convenience of inquirers, 
been brought together in the form of a port- 
folio. Those selected as subjects for leaflets 
include the species that seem to be of greatest 
gs ahr ir or interest to the agriculturist. 

n all of the leaflets comprising this port- 
folio an endeavour has been made to put the 
case for or against the birds concerned in a 
fair and impartial manner. The great value 
of birds as a whole is fully realised, as is 
the desire of the bird-lover that there shall be 
as little interference as possible with the 
abundant and interesting bird life of ‘this 
country. 


Useful Birds 


The great majority of our birds may be re- 
garded as wholly or almost entirely beneficial. 
To these the agriculturist will be well advised 
to give all the protection and encouragement 
in his power. In most instances it is 
not easy to show how birds may be actively 
protected, but any farmer on gardener 
can at least take care not to harm 
them or their nests or eggs, and can do his 
best to ensure that no workman in his employ 
does so. In a fair number of instances it is 
possible, by the provision of suitable nestin 
boxes, to encourage beneficial birds to es, 
and multiply on farms, in orchards gardens 
and elsewhere. 

No sensible person wishes to see any speci 
of bird exterminated or reduced ree ae 
but it is well to take into due and proper 
consideration the interests of the man who 
gets his living from the land. It may he ad 
mitted at once that there are very few British 
birds that can be said to be wholly or even 
mainly harmful, but there are one or two 
that can without hesitation be listed as 
enemies of the agricalturist. A notable ex. 
amonle is the wood pigeon. cf which it is 
cifficult to say & good word at anv season. 
There are other birds that cause damage to 
acriculture or horticulture at certain seasons 
of the year, but that on balance are beneficial 
beth to the farmer and the gardener, 

Most people dishke the idea of killing 
hirds, and rightly so. Conseanent}ly, preven- 
tive methods shovli always be tried before 
resorting to drastic measures, If percharce 
the destruction of birds anpeats to be the 
only satisfactory remedy, the persons con- 
cerned should first make a point of ascertain- 
ing the legal position, and satisfy themselves 
that they are entitled to take such action.

the Free State Government's whieat- 
growing campaign started, farmers are 
finding it hard to harvest their cereals. In 
the crops still standing. grass and weeds have 
wn to a considerable height, and as a 
result the lower part of the straw is ex- 
tremely moist, while the heads of grain are 
heavy with moisture also. The general con- 
dition of cereals—in some parts, at any rate 
—is such as to make it unsafe to build stacks 
while waiting for a suitable time td thresh. 
To some extent the problem set by presen: 
harvesting conditions is being solved on the 
lands of Messrs. John McCulloch and Sons, 
at Hollywood and Gerrardstown, Ballybog- 
hill, Co. Dvblin. In this part of North 
County Dublin, overlooking a wide stretch 
of country, and far from the regular ‘bus 
routes, practical farmers can see a few things 


worth noting. 


Cereals and Dairy Farming 


When economic conditions required a 
change in agricultural practice, Messrs. 
McCulloch moved with the times and adopted 
cereal growing and dairy farming, in addi- 
tion to the breeding of. pedigree sheen and 
young dairy cattle. They now have 100 acres 
under corn alone. Formerly they also tilled 
largely, and used much of the home-grown 
produce for stall-feeding. 

With the reduced demand for hay in the 
Dublin market, they found the growing of 
that crop unprofitable, and proceeded to con- 
vert the young grasses into ensilage, instead 
of growing svecial crops for the purpose. 
For many years they have been strong be- 
lievers in the value of silage as a stock food, 
and a couple of tall concrete silos indicate 
the position of their farm to all and sundry. 
When the silos are being filled, each layer 
of vegetation is sprayed with a solution of 
molasses. This helps to set up the proper 
degree of fermentation for sweet silage, and 
ensures for the dairy stock a satisfying food. 


Field Threshing : 


The occasion of my visit was to see a 
tliresher operated by a tractor in the middle 
of a wheat field, while a second tractor 
collected the stooks by means of a large 
wooden sweep. When the sheaves were left 
alongside the thresher, the tractor sweep 
reversed and then proceeded to clear away 
the big bundle of straw which had been 
thrown out by the threshing machine. 

“’hen threshed the grain is immediately 
bagged and carted to a _ simply-contrived 
drier which has been fitted up in one of the 
sheds. This comprises a box-like structure 
fitted with a perforated platform, on to which 
the grain is poured, while dry hot air is 
blown through from underneath. The per- 
forated platform holds a ton of grain, and 
this takes abont 35 minutes to become dry 
enough for storing on a loft until prices are 
sufficiently good. For working this drier, 
á ewt. of Castlecomer coal is sufficient for a 
ten-hour dav. The principle of the drier is 
simple and its operation is cheap. 


Deisel Tractors 


, Coming to the midfield threshing opera- 
tions, I was impressed by the ease and speed 
with which the work was being done. The 
crop had previously been cut by a reaper and 
binder, and placed in stooks. “These stooks, 
as already stated, were quickly gathered by 
a Tanz tractor sweep and brought to the 
side of the Ransome thresher. Here the 
sheaves were rapidly conveyed to the 
thresher, and the grain bagged ready for 
carting away. i 
The tractors are German Deisel Lanz 
machines, with single-cylinder, two-stroke 
engines, and no valves—almost a stationary 
engine on wheels. The cost of running is 
stated to be half that of a paraffin tractor. 
The dairy herd is one of cows, tuber- 
culosis tested, and every possible precaution 
1s taken to ensure the production of pure, 
clean milk.

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POTATO VIRUSES AND POTATO PRODUCTION 


DR. PAUL MURPHY’S VIEWS 
Lam 


HE potato is a new crop in these 
- countries: it was not mentioned in. 
O’Flaherty’s survey of West Galway in 
1684, and first appears in Gaelic literature in 
the account of a mock battle between “' the 
partisans of the potato and the friends of 
pulse and grain ” in Co. Dublin about 1726. 
The story of the introduction by Raleigh has 
been shown to be a myth... The plant is still 
imperfectly acclimatised, said Dr, Paul A. 
Murphy, of the Albert Agricultural College, 
Glasnevin, in a paper read before the British 
Association in Blackpool on Tuesday. It 
grew well until about 1764, when “ the curl ”’ 
appeared, to be followed by other disorders, 
which nearly drove “the accursed, soul- 
degrading potato out of that land into which 
it ought never to have come, as Cobbett 
wished. 

The visitation known as the curl was due 
to the introduction of a new virus to Europe, 
which is generally considered to have been 
the mosaic virus Y. The result of a similar 
importation into one of the new countries was 
observed by the writer in Canada years ago, 
and this provides the best demonstration of 
the róle of viruses in potato degeneration, 


A Greenfly Carrier 


Degeneracy then and now is a complex 
thing, due mainly to a number of viruses. 
A virus, for our purpose, may be defined as 
consisting of minute particles which, when 
‘ntroduced by appropriate methods into a 
congenial plant, increase enormously in 
number and usually cause a visible disease. 
One of these viruses causes leaf-roll, a disease 
which reduces yields to one-third or one-half 
of the normal and is individually the most 
important cause of degeneration. Although 


course have been fairly fully explored. It 

depends for its spread on certain che we 

greenfly, notably Myztus persicae, the 

prevalence of that imsect practically deter- 

mines the distribution of the disease, and 

decides whether a district is fit to grow seed 
tatoes or not. 

The conditions necessary for the migration 
of Myzus persicae to the potato crop are dry 
air, a warm temperature and absence of wind, 
and these are fulfilled periodically from about 
mid-May on. The more frequently they 
occur and the more abundant the winter hosts 
of the aphis (cabbages, turnips and other 
brassicae), the greater the infestation ; hence 
the. prevalence of degeneration in dry and 
warm districts and market-garden areas, and

Each Virus Causes Disease 


If the leaf roll question is straightforward, 
the potato mosaics present a most baffling 
problem, and one which appeared to become 
more complicated every succeeding year 
duting the last twenty-two years. Many 
conclusions appeared to be mutually destruc- 
tive and incompatible, but the time is coming 
at last when most of the scattered frag- 
ments of information can be fitted into a 
pattern, 

The point can now be made that each virus 
for virus combination) produces one disease. 
For example, the ubiquitous X-virus, which 
typically produces the faintest possible 
mosaic, gives fatal streak when exper! 
mentally introduced into Arran Crest, liut 
this is unknown in the field. Similarly with 
A: its typical manifestation is a slight veinal 
mosaic, but it gives streak on British Queen 
and Up-to-Date, only expermentally, how- 
ever, for the condition is unknown in nature 
There are two reasons for this, hecanse 
necrotic or streak viruses tend to kill the 
plant and eliminate themselves, or they 
rerpain localised in the dead spots, because 
they need living cella in which to multiply, 
and so they fail to reach the tubers. 

It is now possible to suggest that the four 
virus types, X, F, A, and Y, acting alone, 
and the four combinations which they form, 
are responsible for our principal 
mosaics—that is,

Cioteal of Insects 


Some of these diseases (1, 2, 3) are largely 
invisible in the field, and the visible mosaics 
or streaks are 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, all of which are 
characterised by containing an  aphis- 
transmitted virus (F, A or Y), alone or in 
combination with another virus, usually the 
non-aphis transmitted X. Y even when 
alone can cause a ¢erious disease, but in 
most cases the mosaic of the practical man 
is one of the combinations AF, XA or XY. 
This, then, is the kernel of the potato mosaic 
problem at last—the control of-the aphis- 
borne viruses and the prevention of their 
combination with X. 

The vector of F, A and Y is Myz:us 
persicae, and their control is, as in the case 
of leaf roll, to grow potatoes where these 
insects are scarce, or to import seed potatoes 
from such places. It will be asked—why not 
control X also? This commonest and most 
baffling of all viruses, which is the basis of al! 
severe mosaics, spreads freely in nature, and 
even occasionally in experimental houses, but 
the method of spread is entirely unknown, 
aml the question of its ecohomic control is

BOMBERS 
METHODS OF DEFENCE

R. A. L. RAWLINGS to-day gave 
D members oí the British Association at 
their final session some Son oí the 
destruction that might be wrought by means 
of a successful raid with modern bombers. 

In the course of his lecture Dr. Rawlings 
said that a resolute and well-equipped enemy, 
within aircraft range, would inflict air raids 
very different from those of twenty years ago. 
During the last War the total wei ht of 
bombs dropped on London was about 90 tons. 
In the last twenty years the carrying capapity 
of aircraft had been enlarged, their speed and 
range of action had been increased, and now 
50 tons of bombs could be brought from the 
other side of the Rhine by a single squadron 
and dropped on London in one night. There 
were many countries within 1, miles of 
London which could send a fleet of bombers, 
with all the 50 tons of bombs of the last War, 
in a single raid; and one successful raid by 
modern bombers could paralyse the whole 
country. 

He doubted whether gas was the most 
serious form of the air menace. Its effects 
must be local, and they were not difficult to 
counter. Why trouble to gas a whole popu- 
lation piecemeal when a few well-directed ex- 
plosive bombs would cut off their food and 
water and paralyse their transport? 


METHODS OF DEFENCE 


There were two possible pe i of beating 
off an air attack. Light fighting ‘planes, 
armed with machine-guns, could be used; or 
anti-aircréft batteries, firing from the ground, 
could be relied upon. The fighting ‘planes 
might have greater speed and mobility than 
the heavy bombers, which presented a large 
and vulnerable target, and many authorities 
rded them as the best defence we had.

“THE SCIENCE OF MAN ” 


Sir Josiah Stamp (president), in a talk with 
Press representatives, discussed the Blackpool 
meeting. 
When asked how the science of man to 
which he referred in his presidential address 
could be expanded, he replied that he would 
be expanding it himself—probably in book 
form—before long, and he would deal with 
Royal Commissions. and other devices that 
might assist the project. bis 
To the question how the British Association 
could make science more understandable to 
the general public—the man in the street—he 
replied that, under the auspices of the associa- 
tion, a volume is to be published shortly on 
the progress of science. “ But is it any good 
making science understood by people— like 
a pill advertisement on a railway?” he asked. 
é“ A man must be interested in science and 
ready to get down to it in earnest. [I think 
a great many of the lectures I heard had the 
public in mind.” 
Sir Josiah was asked about the much- 
quoted phrase in his presidential address: 
“ Birth control for people demands ultimately 
birth-control for their impedimenta.”” He 
said that he meant by that the control of 
the number of machines for mass production 
and the impedimenta with which we surround 
ourselves. If we altered our population it 
might well be that there would not be the 
scope for these masses of things. “It is 
men who use things,” he explained, “ and, 
if you limit men, can the things go on un- 
limited? That is all I ask you to consider. 
I should not take that sentence as any more 
than an egg that you can hatch, and I do 
not know what bird you will get out of it.” 
The meetings, Sir Josiah concluded, had 
been full of vitality, relations between the

Cork 


I should like to congratulate Cork City 
upon the consistency which it showed 
when it transported President de Valera 
through its streets last week in a horse- 
drawn landau.

As a 
youth he fled to Scotland, from, it is 
recorded, the wrongful attentions of his 
stepmotber. In Scotland he married 
Mong-fionn, a daughter of Feredach Fionn 
otherwise Fionn Cormac, King of the 
Picts. Corc returned at a later date to 
Ireland, but one of his sons remained 
behind in Scotland. This was Main 
Leamhna, who became the ancestor of Mor 
Mhaor Leamhna—meaning Great Stewards 
of Lennox. It was these Mor Mhaor 
Leamhna whose descendants later 
founded the Stewart or Stuart dynasty 
from which sprung the Kings of Scotland 
and eventually of England—one of them 
our own Shamus. 


S tage Realism 


Everyone who has seen portraits of 
Queen Victoria in her later years is 
familiar with the plump and pendulous 
jaw. This jaw presented a problem 
to Miss Helen Hayes when she played the 
Queen in Houseman’s “ Victoria Regina ”’ 
in New York recently, and she was forced 
to resort to a novel device to look like the 
aged Queen. How to get the ‘‘ wobble ” 
into the royal jaw was the problem; and 
how to get the “‘ wobble ” and keep it was 
the difficulty.

Physical Culture 


I suppose the practice of systematic 
physical exercises must be almost entirely 
a modern development, since there does 
not seem to be any evidence that our 
immediate ancestors indulged in bodily 
training, unless they happened to be pro- 
fessional athletes, Certainly the women of 
the early Victorian bh with their wasp 
waists and capacity for swooning in grace- 
ful attitudes, “paid little attention to 
muscular development. But all that is 
changed nowadays, and there are few 
people of either sex who have not. a 
some method of physical exercise, however 
intermittent their practice may be. In 
America, when you get up in the morning, 
a stentorian voice from the radio will tell 
you exactly how to do the “ daily dozen.’’ 
At an English seaside resort recently I 
saw a number of children poms through 
the movements of a new Indian system 
of exercises, which seemed to me the best 
I had ever seen. This method, known as 
‘Surya Namaskars,’’ was invented by the 
Rajah of Aundh. It differs from other 
systems mainly in this respect—that you 
do not repeat the same single movement 
a number of times. Instead, you persorm 
a cycle of ten movements, and the cycle 
may be repeated as often as desirable. 
Correct breathing is of great importance, 
and it is claimed that when the move- 
ments and respiration have been properly 
carried out every muscle in the body has 
been brought into play, The key of the 
whole system lies in the second movement 
of the cycle, which requires the performer 
to bend forward and lay the palms of both 
hands flat on the ground, without weet 
the knees. Not one adult in a thousan 
can do this, so that months, and, perhaps, 
ears, of practice are necessary. But the 
author of the method claims that this 
preliminary practice ‘will eventually tone 
up and invigorate the whole physical 
system, although invalids should not 
attempt the exercises without medical 
advice. I understand that a popular 
account of the method is to be published 


shortly. |

development of the Pigeon House Fort as an 
auxiliary source of electrical energy for the 
Free State. 


The pressing of a button will cause the 
waters of the River Liffey to flood into the 
Pigeon House pumping station at the rate of 
one hundred and forty-four thousand gallons a 
minute—a rate that is greater even than the 
natural flow of the river. - And this, which, 
on the face of it, is a rimple enough event, 
will crown with success an achievement that 
is unique in the history of civil engineering 
here or across the Channel. 

But it has even greater significance than its 
merit as an engineering feat that is part of a 
scheme of development costing man 
hundreds of thousands of pounds,gand whic 
will still require several months for its final 
completion. It is the mainspring of an ex- 
tension which will bring the capacity of the 
station from 45.000 kilowatts to 65, kilo- 
watts, and will render the country indus- 
trially, commercially and domestically free 
from the serious consequences of a breakdown 
at Ardnacrusha. 

To bring about this position it has been 
necessary to erect a completely new building 
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Li by merely pressing a bution. ‘Sub-

the system embraced the construction of; ai

It is an open secret that Italy 
and Germany—the two great Fascist 
States—are sénding the rebels munitions 
and other supplies through Portugal’s 
ports, A few days ago the rebel leader 
publicly thanked the Germans for their 
‘“moral support ”; but there is not the 
slightest doubt that the adjective is a 
facon de parler. The fact is that the 
rebels are receiving substantial help from 
abroad, while the Government is forced 
to depend on what it can obtain by under- 
ground methods, This anomaly is the 


| main cause of the present discontent in 


France, where the bulk of the population 
is strongly sympathetic with the Spanish 
Government. M. Blum is being pressed 
to intervene on the Government’s side, in 
spite of the “ non-intervention’’ pact, on 
the ground that neither Germany nor Italy 
has honoured its bond. The French 
Premier has been placed in a position of 
the greatest delicacy, and it is not at ali 
impossible that his Government may be 
wrecked by the force of public opinion in 
the Republic.

Industrial Schools 


Even if the industrial schools were 
looked upon as places for young criminals 
who are not old enough to be sent to 
prison, there would be a strong argument 
in favour of making the system less severe. 
The “ humanising ” trend in prison life, 
which has been going on slowly and fairly 
steadily during the /] hundred years, 
has led to no increase in crime, but rather 
the reverse. There is an even better reason 
why the industrial school should share in 
this trend, because it deals with boys and 
girls of an impressionable age, whom 
sympathetic treatment can convert as 
easily into good citizens as harshness into 
criminals. Nevertheless, the report of the 
Free State Government Commission, which 
we print to-day, has a wider value. As it 
happens, the industrial schools of this 
country are anything but “ prisons,’’ and 
the greatest hardship of the system is that 
the public assumes them to be prisons. A 
few boys and girls are sent there as a 
punishment, but, as the report notes, the 
main problem of the schools concerns 
poverty rather than crime. Between 1930 
and 1934, it is revealed, 90 per cent. of the 
committals arose from te poverty or 
Most of the 
children in the schools are there only for 
these reasons, but they are under a stigma 
which is even more bitter than the stigma 
of the workhouse.

“Industrial school,”’ 
to.the man in the street, means something 
very like “ prison,” and the child who has 
been to an industrial schcol starts life with 
a handicap which he never may be able to 
live down. At all costs, this real injustice 
had to be removed, and we think that the 
recommendations of the Commission are 
sensible and humane. The school system 
itself is not too bad, though the report 


thinks that it could be improved by better 


food, more chances of contact with the 
outer world, the abolition of some of the 
stricter rules, and other reforms of the 
same kind, including better care of the 
children when they have left the schools 
and are looking for work. The stigma 
is harder to remove, for it exists in the 
minds of people rather than in the schools 
themselves. We have not much en- 
thusiasm for the modern theory that 


everything can be changed for the better 


if it is given a politer name, but 
‘industrial school ” is a label which 
definitely conveys a false impression, and 
it ought to go. If the report is adopted, 
“ reformatory ” and ‘‘ industrial school ’’ 
will vanish—every school will have its 
individual name, and they will be known 
colléctively as ‘‘national boarding 
scltools.’’ 
this change of title, small though it may 
be. In the past the children have suffered 
little from the actual system, but a great 
deal from its associations, and the public 
will be unwilling to believe that the schools 
are not really prisons so long as the old 
name remains. The point is important; 
for the improvement of the system is not 
the only need. What really matters is 
that the slur should be removed from 
children who are guilty of nothing but the 
fact that they have been hungry or ill- 
treated.

the child who chases his ball into the 
middle of the road—these are every whit 
as criminal as the speeding driver, with 
the difference that, while he is a potential 
murderer, they are potential suicides. A 
great fuss is being made in many countries 
concerning the need of “ education ’ 
against the peril of air-raids. How much 
more necessary is education against the 
perils of the road! We commend the 
advice of the two Government depart- 
ments, and trust that the schoo] teachers 
of the Free State will do their best to 
reinforce it.

Back to School 


The time has come for the young to 
return to school, although the subject 
scarcely has been touched upon as yet in 
the home. When—or, perhaps, we should 
say if—one entertains a bankrupt to tea 
there is but little general conversation on 
the wickedness of those who do not pay 
their debts; and in the same way parents 
are wont to chatter of anything except 
exercise books, regulation suitings, and 
the birch in these dark and gravid days. 
Elder brothers and sisters, who for two 
months have enjoyed the delights of a 
personal servant, now treat the personal 
servant with deference. and even go far out 
of their way to make life both comfortable 
and gay for the most revolting and brutal 
younger brother. In normal circumstances 
the revolting and brutal younger brother 
would take maddening advantage of this 
kindness and sympathy, and convince his 
relatives of the wisdom of tyranny; but 
now he is somehow too preoccupied. The 
sympathy and kindliness he accepts with- 
out commotion, and it is clear to all 
beholders that he is not deceived.. He is 
the lamb being fatted up for the slaughter, 
and since he has been slaughtered once or 
twice before he can find no pleasure in the 
process of his own fattening. A few days 
ago he was enjoyably excited at the 
prospect of the return to school, and 
planned the contents of his tuck-box, 
packed his seasoned chestnuts, and greased 
the new football apparently without a care 
in the world. His parents congratulated 
themselves in their choice of school, to 
which little Frederick was so pathetically 
anxious to return, and even made jokes 
about the change to hard beds and good 
plain food. ‘Then the holidays had a week 
or more to run, but to-day railway tickets, 
labels, school caps, and health certificates 
have made their perpetually terrifying 
appearance, The trunks stand in the hall 
heavily roped. This is, indeed, the end. 
and as little Fred passes out through the 
hall-door his comfortable, happy home just 
behind him seems as infinitely remote as 
the moon.

INSURGENT ’PLANES DOWN 


Aerial activity continues on all fronts, 
says Reuter. Three insurgent ’planes have 
been brought down in the Huesca sector, 
according to Madrid, 

The bombing of Madrid railway stations 
by insurgent ’planes also is reported. 

Big insurgent troop movements are 
taking place along the road from San 
Sebastian towards Orio, where a bridge 
was destroyed by Government troops yester- 
day.

MAN BEHIND THE 
IRISH BRIGADE 


CARLIST COUNT BORN 
IN ENGLAND 


From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday, 


Count Ramirez de Arellano, now in 
London, is the man behind the raising of 
General O’Duffy’s brigade of 2,000 men, 
who, according to present statements, are 
to set out shortly for Spain. 

The Count is an eminent Carlist. The 
Carlists are the volunteers fighting in 
Spain on the side of the insurgents. They 
are the men of Navarre, most staunch 
Catholics and Royalists. They do not. 
however, fight for ex-King Alfonso, but 
for another would-be Spanish monarch, 
Don Alfonso Carlos. 

When Queen Isabelle II. came to the 
Throne in 1833, Don Carlos the First set 
up opposition and began a civil war which 
lasted on and off for 37 years, and in 
which an Irish Brigade played a 
prominent part The present Carlists only 
agree with the other Royalists in loathing 
the Spanish Republic. They have 75,000 
volunteers with Franco's armies. 

County Ramirez de Arellano was a 
Major Domo in waiting to the King of 
Spain trom 1906 to the. downfall of the 
Spanish Monarchy in 1931, and he has 
been Privy Chamberlain to four succes- 
sive Popes. 

Despite his Spanish title the Count is 
by birth an Englishman, being the son of 
the late Mr. Robert Heaven, a member of 
an tld Gloucestershire family, who 
married the Marquesa de Braceras. 


HISTORIC CASTLE 
Count de Arellane was educated at 
Stonyhurst,. and owns the historic castle 
of Santermo at Fuenterritia, built by 
Philip il. He lived at 24 Grosvenor 
square, London, for many years. During

During a great storm round Iceland the 
vessel foundered, and Dr. Charcot and his 
party were drowned, with the exception 
of one solitary survivor. 

Later in the day the bodies of thirty of 
the party, including that of Dr. Charcot, 
were washed up on the Icelandic coast. 

The disaster is reported in an official 
message received ‘by the Greenland Depart- 
ment of the Danish Government from the 
Scoresbjsund radio station, “No further 
details have so far been received. 

The Icelandic gunboat Aegir arrived 
near the wreck of the Pourquoi Pas at 
on? o'clock this afternoon, according to a 
message from the captain. He reports 
that the masts were showing above the 
waves, but there was Res 9 sign of any of 
the party clinging to the masts. 

Ag i Beptiate Charcot was 69 years 
of age. He acquired an international 
reputation as a fearless explorer, and gave 
his name to Charcotland, a region on the 
edge of the unknown Antartic, near 
Grahamland. He led two expeditions to 
the South Polar area, the first in 1905-5 
and the second in 1908-10. He made the 
second expedition in the ill-fated Pourquoi 

as. ' 

Last year he visited the Arctic and 
carried out oceanographic explorations.

The expedition, which was sponsored by 
the Paris Trocadero Museum of Ethno 
graphy, sailed from Copenhagen on April 
25th of this year and reached Christian- 
shaab, on the west coast of Greenland, in 
the middle of May. At Christianshaab it 
was joined by the young Danish artist, 
Count Eigel Knuth. 


LONELY JOURNEY 


Proceeding inland, the explorers set up 
a base camp at the edge of the immense 
cap which covers the greater part of the 
region. The four explorers then set off 
alone on their 600-miles trek across the 
unknown, their Eskimos returning to 
Christianshaab. The route taken by the 
party was roughly that followed by the 
FEnclish explorer, Martin Lindsay, in 
1934. | 
| Crossing the great ice-cap and mountain 
ranges at an altitude of from 6,500 to 
10,000: feet, they were entirely cut off 
from communication with the outer world 
for some seven weeks, and nothing was 
heard of them until their recent arrival 
at Angmagssalik. 

The three French members of the ex- 
pedition acclimatised themselves for their 
icy journey by living in an Igloo (Eskimo 
snow hut) in the Alps for some weeks 
before they left France. Among the 
expedition’s equipment were supplies for 
fighting influenza, which was very pre- 
valent among the Eskimos in the earlier 
half of this year. 


‘SURVIVOR’S STORY 

A graphic story of how the Pourquoi 
Pas came to grief is told by Eugene 
Gouidec, one of the vessel’s crew and the 
solitary survivor.

It is suggested that Justiccs 
allowed a greater discretion as to age and 
period of detention in committin children 
to reformatory and industrial schools. 

In some industrial schools children are 
retained at the sole expense of the school 
beyond the age of 16 years—the present 
age for discharge—so as to undergo special 
courses of training. In such cases it is 
recommended that the Minister for Educa. 
tion should be given power to authorise 
retention up to the age of 17 years, subject 
to payment of an appropriate grant. 

The committal of young children under 
the School Attendance Act, 1926, for a 
short period has often a salutary effect. 
The Commission recommends its con- 
tinuance. 


CHILDREN’S COURTS 


There is a strong consensus of opinion 
that the practice of hearing children’s cases 
in the ordinary courts is objectionable. 
The arrangement which obtains in Dublin 
—a Children’s Court housed separately 
from the District Courts—should oe 
adopted wherever possible throughout the 
country. ..The term.‘*Committa!l Order’”’ 
should be abolished and ‘‘ Admission 
Order ’’ substituted. Justices, when hear- 
ing children’s cases, should not wear their 
robes of office. Gardai should not wear 
uniform when in attendance at Children’s 
Courts and when bringing children to the

MENTAL DEFECTIVES 

With regard to the question of the treat- 
ment of mental defectives, the Commission 

ints out that the absence of any legis- 

tion dealing with the problem as a whole 
rendered very difficult the task of suggest- 
ing a suitable scheme for the treatment 
or disposal of children committed to in- 
dustrial schools who are found to be 
suffering from mental defects. The Com- 
mission recommends, however, that insti- 
tutions should be established under the 
control of the Department of Education 
for the care of such children and for the 
care of children sufferi physical 
defects. These institutions should be 
under the direction of a doctor specially 
qualified in this type of work to be known 
as the chief medica] officer for certified 
schools. The staffs should have special 
training in dealing with defectives, and 
the institutions should be of such a type 
as would facilitate strict classification of 
cases. 

The conversion of Summerhill! police 
barracks’ Dublin, into a place of deten- 


} tion for boys was effected in the year 1912. 


The Commission regard the building as 
entirely unsuitable as a place of deten- 
tion, and strongly recommend that suit- 
able alternative premises with sufficient 
space for an adequate playground and 
recreation rooms should. be acquired at 
the earliest possible moment.

‘Mr. Sheil said that at the time Mr. Ryan 
entered into the contract. he paid the supplier 
5id., and his contract price to the Board was 
74d. As a résult of the strike the following 
prices to suppliers were fixed: For July 8d., 
August 9d., and September 95d. Mr. Ryan, 
therefore, wanted to be put in the same 
position in which he was when entering intc 
the contract by having those prices for milk 
supplied by him to the Union increased by 
2}d. a gallon. 

In reply tothe Chairman,. Mr, -Shei} said 
that no complaint had been made by the 
Producers’ Association regarding Mr. Ryan, 
and it was their business to see that no milk 
came in except through the registered pro- 
ducer in the “sole prodwetion area.” That 
area consisted of Dublin, Wicklow, Kildare, 
Meath, and part of Offaly. 


FROM CLONAKILTY 


The Chairman said that Mr. Ryan was 
under no obligation to purchase milk within 
the Dublin area to sup oe the contract.

CURERS BUYING MORE 


A steady increase has taken place in the 
number of pigs, live and. dead, bought for 
curing by Irish bacon curera during the 
thirty-seven weeks ended 12th September, 
1936, as compared with the corresponding 
period last year. 

In the Free State the number of pigs 
bought alive for curing was 708,118 against 
662,556 last year. 
purchased: dead, however, was 43,047, as 
against 48,987 last year, while the number 
of live pigs exported by sea was 69,051 
against 62, 683 last year. 

In Northern Ireland the number of pigs 
bought for curing drring the period named 
was 438,444 as compared with 323,466 last 
year. The nrmber of live pigs exported by 
sea was 35,529 as against 65,193 a year ago. 

This brought the total number of pigs 
disposed of in all Ireland during the thirty- 
seven weeks to 1,292,179, or an increase of 
132,094 on last year’s figures.
